INTRODUCTION 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  ("BRA")  is  pleased  to  invite  proposals  in 
response  to  this  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  for  a  10,000  square  foot  parcel 
located  at  129-135  Itasca  Street  in  Mattapan.  This  property  is  vacant  land, 
and  is  available  from  the  BRA  for  single  family  Residential  use. 

This  public  offering  is  made  to  all  interested  parties  who  have  the  ability  to 
undertake  the  development  work  and  complete  it  without  undue  delay  and 
preference  will  be  given  to  families  displaced  from  their  homes  by  catastrophes. 

The  BRA  will  review  all  proposals  to  determine  their  feasibility,  the 
appropriateness  of  the  total  development  plan,  and  the  benefits  they  will  bring 
to  the  local  neighborhood  and  the  City  as  a  whole. 

This  RFP  is  designed  to  inform  prospective  developers  about  the  criteria  and 
objectives  for  redevelopment  and  to  guide  and  assist  interested  developers  in 
submitting  their  proposals  for  the  property,  to  the  BRA. 

Although  the  following  pages  attempt  to  be  as  comprehensive  as  possible, 
questions  may  arise  concerning  procedures  or  requirements.  Interested 
developers  should  feel  free  to  seek  assistance  of  Mr.  Robert  Rush,  Deputy 
Director,  (X4213)  for  any  needed  clarification. 


II.   DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  PROPERTY 

Parcels  18/02655  &  18/02654  located  on  lots  129-135  Itasca  Street  in  the 
Mattapan  section  of  the  City  of  Boston  contain  10,000  square  feet  of  vacant 
land  on  the  westerly  side  of  Itasca  Street,  near  the  intersection  of  Canaan 
Street  and  Itasca  Street. 


IH.      CRITERIA  FOR  SELECTION 

The  design  of  the  single  family  dwelling  cannot  exceed  the  height  restrriction 
of  35  feet,  the  Floor  Area  Ration  must  not  exceed  .5,  and  there  must  be 
appropriate  on-site  parking.  In  addition,  the  physical  design  must  blend  in 
with  the  sourrounding  dwellings  in  the  area.  Preference  will  be  given  to 
development  of  a  single  family  home  for  families  displaced  from  their  homes 
by  catastrophe. 

IV.      DISPOSITION  PROCEDURES 

The  BRA  requests  that  the  applicant  submit  proposals  (an  original  and  four 
copies)  to  Robert  Rush,  Deputy  Director  for  Neighborhood  Housing  and 
Development,  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  Room  910,  City  Hall,  One  City 
Hall  Square,  Boston,  Massachusetts  02201,  by  1:00  p.m.,  on  Friday,  April  3, 
1992,  at  which  time  and  place  all  proposals  will  be  publicly  opened.
